One week Miss Brooks followed 
through on the old adage, “the way 
to a man’s heart is through his 
stomach.”

Changed Her Name 

Born Eunice Quedonse, she changed 
her name to Eve Arden as soon as she 
got her first stage assignment at the 
‘Alcazar Theatre in San Francisco. 
Eve's solid acting background in- 
cludes plenty of road work as well 
as plenty of big time. As the leading 
woman of a quartet called the Band- 
box Repertory Theater, Eve says she 
played the ‘phone booth’ cireuit. Fol- 
lowing a session at the Pasadena 
Playhouse she headed for New York 
and landed in the “Ziegfeld Follies of 
1936.” One Follies led to another ‘til 
Hollywood beckoned. In eight years 
Eve's parts grew in stature and im- 


portance and she finally hit the top 
of the billing. Next the lady em- 
barked in radio, with a featured spot 
on the Danny Kaye show. Radio was 
another media which Eve conquered, 
with her own “Miss Brooks” show 
which wound up in the top-ten list- 
ings three of its four years. 

It’s this background that makes 
TV's “Miss Brooks” lovable, likable 
and livable. 

Miss Arden has a large flock of 
honest-to-goodness school teachers as 
fans. They're happy that Our Miss 
Brooks is pictured as a human being, 
even as you and J... they apparently 
feel that the fictional pedagogue pre- 
sents a pretty fair portrait of today’s 
educator, Except, of course, that real- 
life teachers have a better batting 
average when it comes to snaring that 
male—at least we hope so! 


Will She Get Her Man? 


The eventual fate of Our Miss 
Brooks and her marital status is in 
the hands of Al Lewis, writer and 
director of the show. Al won't give a 
peep of info regarding Brooksie’s 
future but it well may be the TV fans 
will take a hand in the matter. It also 
may be that those influential ratings 
will decide Connie's connubial_ con- 
dition. Since 1948 the radio public has 
been following the flights and fancies 
of Miss Brooks’ love life. Now they 
keep hot on her trail via video.

“This'll kill you!”, be sure it’s just his 
jokes that do the slaying and not the 
set at which you happen to be look- 
ing: Lay that screwdriver down, 
friend, and listen to some cold facts 
re your TV set, 

It is estimated that on today’s mar- 
ket there are approximately 165 
manufacturers of television sets 
throughout the country. Approximate- 
ly 50 different brands or makes of sets 
are sold in the Philadelphia and sur- 
rounding area, More than 400 com- 
ponents go to make up the average 
set, including 16 or 17 tubes. High 
voltage operates these sets, from 12 
to 15,000 volts. Four distinct circuits, 
all working perfectly and coordinate- 
ly, are involved in bringing the TV set 
owner a clear, perfect picture .. . 
horizontal, vertical, video, and audio. 
So much for the rough sketch of what 
your set is made of . . . now to a few 
other facts or “tips on how to live 
with your TV set,” 

The bane of every serviceman’s ex- 
istance these days, as well as the 
villain in the television owner's life, 
is the inexperience of the average

citizen in the world of electronics. 
From their past encounters with radio 
repairs, the home repairman usually 
figures tubes are the main cause of 
his television woes . . . if a tube is hot 
it's working, etc, Don’t believe it! The 
electronic engineer advises that many 
tubes are on their last legs when 
they’re hot, others may be defective 
when either hot or cold and still 
others are always cold. In addition to 
tube trouble causing distortion or 
lack of lock or other forms of imper- 
fection in your picture, the repairman 
who knows will cheek for such things 
as a faulty capacitator, resistors, coils 
(of which there are varying types). 
Picture Tube Is Delicate 
James R. Goodman, director of 
Radio Electronics Institute in Phila- 
delphia, points out the matter of the 
delicacy of the picture tube. Mr. 
Goodman says too many people know 
the price of replacing a picture tube 
but too few realize the danger in- 
volved in handling the tube or even 
working so closely to the tube that it 
can be bumped or tapped. He explains 
that the picture tube is of extremely 
high vacuum, making pressure from 
the outside a tremendous danger. Any 
slight strain or smart tap on the tube 
could cause an implosion . , . that is, 
the impact would first smash the face 
of your tube in toward the socket, 
and this in turn could result in the 
socket and sides exploding outward. 
Albert M. Haas, president of the 
Television Contractors Association, 
deplores the suggestion that the set 
owner remove tubes and take them 
to the serviceman for testing, Mr. 
Haas says that tubes can become so 


ee 


hot that contact with the bare hand can 
result in second or third degree burns. 
Secondly, he states, there is no known 
checking equipment for individual 
tubes. Your set is really the tube 
tester, for the only present method 
of checking is by replacing tubes and 
comparing the resulting picture. Four 
or five of the same type tube may be 
tried before one that matches the 
characteristics of the original tube 
is found. This is necessitated by the 
fact that tubes are adjusted to each 
other and the specific set at the fac- 
tory. Any disturbance of this blend- 
ing causes imperfection. 


Precision Instrument 

Mr. Haas lays the cause of home re- 
pair woes to the fact that the set 
owner has not been educated to the 
fact that in dealing with television one 
is dealing with the non-materialistic 
elements of sight and sound . . . that 
your TV set is an electronic precision 
instrument whose intricacies are 
known only to specially trained men. 
He believes that once the public real- 
izes that television service is a profes- 
sion and not just an unskilled business 
of tinkering, the set owner will cease 
his futile and sometimes fatal at- 
tempts to save a penny by doing his 
own TV set repairs. 


Mort Farr, well-known appliance 
dealer and _ television enthusiast, 
agrees with this opinion and feels the 
dealer should be honest with the con- 
sumer, He has stated that the average 
video set owner can expect to make 
as many as seven service calls per 
year and that within three years of 
the date of purchase, the owner. will 
have spent as much in service charges 
as he originally paid for the set. 

The Shock Can Kill 

As for actual injuries, all the au- 
thorities mentioned know of cases 
where amateur home repairmen have 
suffered personal harm, both in their 
living rooms and on their rooftops. 
Though the power in a high voltage 
set is not sufficient to kill a person, 
the resultant shock from this voltage 
entering the body can, in the cases of 
heart patients, highly nervous persons, 
or highly sensitive persons, cause sud- 
den death. Just recently a man, mak- 
ing an antenna installation, came in 
contact with the rain spouting on the 


roof while holding a hot AC-DC lead 
which he planned to connect to the 
aerial .. . he never made the con- 


nection . . . they buried him three 
days later. 
All manufacturers, dealers and 


servicemen specifically point out that 
every set has a warning, in nice big 
black letters, on the back panel. It is 
a warning from the manufacturer that 
the owner should not touch the back 
but call a serviceman who knows the 
intricacies of the set. 

All those in the know say that the 
set owner's place is in front of his 
television . , . front panel controls are 
placed there so that the owner can 
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make adjustments which are merely 
atmospheric or local. 

In addition, to personal injuries, 
home repairs turn out to be a very 
expensive proposition, nine out of ten 
times. Servicemen report that many 
jebs which would probably cost the 
minimum service charge plus perhaps 
a minor tube, have been so disturbed 
in alignment, tube harmony, focus, 
ete., that the repair bill totals two or 
three times greater than necessary. 

Add up the cost of a doctor bill, 
time out from work if the injury is 
disabling, then the subsequent cost of 
repairing the set, and you find home- 
repairs a costly project. 

So don’t let that TV set be the death 
of you. When it goes on the blink, call 
a qualified serviceman.

ACK in January, 1949, TV Digest, 
which was just a pup in the pub- 
lication field, announced the televis- 
ing of the Presidential Inauguration 
by stating “an event unprecedented 
in all history will take place... when 
the President of the United States 
is inaugurated . . . in your living room. 
“When the newly elected leaders 
take oath ... as many as ten million 
viewers will be able to see the hi 
toric ceremonies in 14 American cities 
ranging from Richmond to Boston and 
from Philadelphia westward to Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St, Louis.” 


The tremendous strides taken in the 
infant field of television can best be 
described by the fact that today, four 
years since the initial televised In- 
auguration, televiewers from coast to 
coast are nonchalantly discussing just 
which part of the complete video 
coverage they want to see , . . 20 mil- 
lion television set owners, that is, who 
make up a potential viewing audience 
of 75,000,000! 

With the experience of the Conven- 
tion coverages under their belts, the 
networks have laid extensive plans 
for keeping the television audience 
informed on every move made by the 
principal characters on Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 20, 1953. 

NBC will offer a five-hour telecast, 
with four hours sponsored by General 
Motors and the noon-hour swearing- 
in ceremonies and inaugural speech 
of President Eisenhower being car- 
ried as a publie service,

ately 4:40 p,m, NBC's cameras will es- 
cort the inaugural parade from the 
White House to the Capitol and back 
again. Then the net's electronic eye 
will pass the parade in review from a 
vantage point opposite the presidential 
party in front of the White House. 
For the first Republican Inaugura- 
tion in 20 years, NBC will muster key 
personnel and latest model equipment 
from broadcast centers across the 
country. Fifteen fixed mobile elec- 
tronic cameras and 50 microphones 
will aid 15 reporters and commenta- 


tors. Special mobile TV units equip- 
the 


ped with studio-type cameras, 
new hand-sized camera, 
radio transmitters, a telescopic sky- 
lift called the Industrial Monkey, used 
to elevate cameras and commentator, 
above the heads of the crowd, ar 
among the many devices to be used, 
Half a dozen film camera crews, a 
complete film laboratory staff and 
“hot” developers for film’ will supple- 
ment NBC's live coverage of the pa- 
rade. 

CBS-TV’s coverage, except for the 
actual Inauguration ceremonies and 
address, will be sponsored by the 
Packard Motor Car Company. This 
will include the procession from the 
White House to the Capitol, the tra- 
ditional parade, the review of the pa- 
rade by the President, and the Inaug- 
uration Ball. 

Sixteen television cameras will be 
used along Pennsylvania Avenue and 
in the Armory, site of the Ball. Evory 
part of the parade will be within 
range of at least one CBS camera at 


all times, with the CBS ‘walkie-talkie,’ | 


which added color and drama from 
the floors of the Conventions, also in 
use. 

The American Broadcasting Com- 
pany plans a five-hour program with 
all aspects of the historic event being 
reported by the same team of news- 
men who covered the political con- 
ventions and election 


NBC technicians have been work- 
ing on plans for this Inauguration 
Day program since the morning after 
the election. CBS's camera locations 
are based on a combination of the 
inaugural route and the results of a 
continuing survey made during the 
past year to determine what scenes 
of the nation’s Capitol most viewers 
prefer to see on television. 


Though the planning and prepara- 
tion for this great affair has been a 
tremendous task, the feeling seems to 
be that the Inauguration coverage will 
be anticlimactic, in a year that in- 
cluded presentation of the national 
conventions. However, the TV net- 
works are leaving no stone unturned 
in searching for new gimmicks. 

It is predicted more people will 
view the historic and dramatic 1953 
Inauguration on TV than have ever 
watched any public event in history. 


Next week TV Digest will give a de- 
tailed account of the specific programs 
planned and the color and drama the 
televiewer may expect to see unfold on 
his video screen on Tuesday, Jan. 20.

Television 
viewers have 
been seeing lots 
of famous stars 
on TV who have 
vowed never to 
appear in the 
medium. For 
years there has 
been a group of 
die-hard celebri- 
ties who have re 
scorned televi- Tallulah Bankhead 
sion, They poked fun at it. They ridi- 
culed it. They thought TV people 
should have their heads examined, 

This group of die-hards has been 
dwindling. One by one, they're being 
absorbed into the colossus they 
thought was a joke. I remember not 
so long ago on radio’s “Big Show” 
Tallulah Bankhead said that radio 
was the mother of television. When 
some stooge asked who was televi- 
sion’s father, Tallu sighed and said 
“Television has no father.” 

And now we have with us none 
other than Tallulah Bankhead—hor- 
ror of the ~prudes, delight of the 
theatre-goer, mistress of the off-color 
story, maharanee of the hussies and 
generally holder of more titles for 
daring than the man on the flying 
trapeze, Billy Rose and Rita Hay- 
worth combined. 

Tallu’s entry into TV was greeted 
with everything from huzzas to cat- 
calls from the critics. Like most pre- 
judiced people, I naively wondered 
why so many were taking pot-shots 
at her. To me, she’s terrific . . . at 
least, as terrific as she can be, Let me 
explain that statement. 

I believe Tallulah is struggling 
under one of the toughest disadvan- 
tages in TV and still doing a better 
than creditable job. If any other per- 
former was faced with the need to 
squelch about 90% of their repertoire, 
they'd curl up and die. Not Tallulah! 

La Bankhead isn’t exactly for 
family consumption, Her longest and 
strongest suit is her ability to shock 


people while she entertains them— 
something she's not allowed to do on 
TV. Her talents are like some of the 
stories told about her. Remember that 
one about the time she was snubbed 
by an acquaintance? Tallulah is sup- 
posed to have approached the gentle- 
man, purring: “Dahling! Sorry you 
didn’t recognize me with my clothes 
on.” Or... the retort she is said to 
have made to Dr. Kinsey when he re- 
quested an interview with her: “You 
may interview me on one condition 
... that I can ask you the same ques- 
tions.” 

This is the sort of stuff TV fans are 
looking for but won't get. They might 
have found these Tallulus in her play- 
acting, a little in radio and plenty in 
her book, but on television they'll only 
see a washed-out version of Tallulah, 


The Tallulah they’ye come to know 
is the frog-voiced character who is re~ 
puted to live loosely and voluptu- 
ously; the unpredictable actress who 
spends $175,000 a year while she earns 
$150,000; the female dynamo given to 
some feigned and some not-so-feigned 
feuding with other movie stars and 
with every gossip columnist who ever 
peeked through a keyhole. Admitted- 
ly, some of her finest pieces of humor 
arose during these rages against her 
imagined enemies. I too always prized 
the classic Tallulu shot at Earl Wilson. 
The famous night club editor, who 
owns a rather high-pitched voice, 
once asked Bankhead about her 
peculiar baritone, “When you speak 
on the phone,” he asked, “are you 


ever mistaken for a man?” “No,” 
quipped Tallu, “are you?” 
In reality, Tallulah is doing a 


tremendous job of entertainment. 
Shorn of the subtle bon-mot and sly 
innuendo, she is nonetheless proving 
herself a real trouper. Famous singers 
couldn't function very well without 
their voices and famous comedians 
couldn't fare very well without their 
writers, TV has virtually cut off Tal- 
lu’s right arm but she’s still doing 
nobly.

The Meadows sisters are a couple 
of fabulous gals. Without benefit of 
seript writers they can put on a 
hilarious, unrehearsed act that lays 
them in the aisles.

It's hard to believe that a mission- 
ary's household or an Episcopal par- 
sonage could yield so rich a vein of 
comedy. But then Jayne and Audrey 
Meadows are not what one might ex- 
pect of a minister's daughters, Spirit 
ed, imaginative and full of the devil, 
they created their fun out of the 
stuff of their daily lives. 

Became Actresses 

They had to make their own enter- 
tainment—there was not much in the 
way of amusement in the remote 
Chinese Mission where they were 
born, or later, in the small-town pat 
sonage in the Berkshires.

ever. ‘She’s so ladylike as a panel 
member, 

Jayne is tall—five feet seven, with 
large almond-shaped dark brown 
eyes, a chiseled profile and fine skin. 
Her hair at the moment is auburn 
which she admits is not its natural 
color. The auburn tint is for tele- 
genic reasons. 

Audrey is the gamin type, but 
actually, the more practical of the 
two, and an excellent cook. Jayne is 
a born hob! t. 

The sisters live together in an 
apartment on East 57th Street, with 
a fairy-tale view of Manhattan. 
Jayne's husband, Milton Krims, movie 
writer-producer-director is at pres- 
ent in Italy working on a new Errol 
Flynn picture. 

Audrey is unmarried and, accord- 
ing to Jayne, likely to stay that way 
—she’s the independent kind. And 
as long as she gets as much fun out 
of life as she obviously does, there 
doesn’t seem to be any reason for 
her to make a change.

Frank Milano who imitates 
anything from a rundown 
battery to Rootie Kazootie 
is never seen on TV 


‘HE burr head beaming above is 

neither a pro-football lineman 
nor a Met basso-profundo .. . he is 
Frank Milano, the man whose voice 
is truly his fortune. 

You’ve never seen Frank on your 
TV screen but you’ve heard him time 
and time again... not as the yoice 
of a man but as Gala-Poochie Pup and 
Poison Zoomack on the Rootie Ka- 
zootie show, as the voice of the live 
parrot on the Bill Goodwin stanza, as 
the snap, crackle, pop of Kellog’s Rice 
Crispies commercial. as an automo- 
bile starter with a run-down battery 
for Prest-O-Lite, the voice of a jet- 
propelled spoon for a cereal commer- 
cial on Space Cadet, as a motor boat 
with a sense of humor on the Berle 
show, and as the voice of the puppet 
captain pirate on Captain Video. 

These are just his television sound 
assignments. In addition Frank has 
been heard on radio on “Let's Pre. 
tend,” as all the animals on the Bob- 
by Benson program, as a gorilla, ele- 
phant, lion, burrow and mosquito. 
On the “Voice of America” he has im- 
personated Edgar Allen Poe’s “Black 
Cat” and Rip Van Winkle’s dog. He 
has just signed a precendent-setting 
contract for his “Little Nipper” series 
on records. 

Although interested in wild life, 
Frank broke into the entertainment 
field as an actor, both in stock and 
radio, With money the root of all evil 


% 


and three squares being a necessity 
of life, Frank took a job as expediter 
in the engineering department of Du- 
Pont in his home town of Wilmington, 
Del, When DuPont made a special 
broadcast of its “Cavalcade of Amer- 
ica” program in Wilmington, Frank 
took part and finally ended up in New 
York as an extra on the show. 

After doing the “Our Town” animal 
sounds in the Raymond Massey USO 
troupe, Milano swore off reading lines 
and concentrated on sound effects and 
aninzal voices. A big step in his career 
was when he topped a couple of 
pounds-full of sure-enough dogs in 
auditions for the voice of the grand- 
son of Victor's famous terrier in “His 
Master's Voice.” Feeling that Frank’s 
imitation sounded more authentic 
than the real pooches, he became 
“Little Nipper” in 1948 and has been 
cutting more than 50 “Nipper” sides 
per year ever since. 

Milano takes his profession very 
seriously . . . and why not, his spe- 
cialty brings him between $35,000 and 
$50,000 per annum! He says he pro- 
jects himself into the animal or sound 
he is imitating. When he does a dog 
he asks if it is to be a big animal or 
a small one, if it is of even disposi- 
tion, excitable, nasty, or what. 

A rather fitting finale to the tale of 
Milano, the mogul of TV sound, is the 
fact that Mrs. Milano is a mechanical 
engineer,

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ROUNDS vs. POINTS

All the furore about the Joey Giar- 
dello—Billy Graham decision reversal 
serves the purpose of accentuating 
the various type of scoring systems 
utilized in the states from whence 
your TV boxing originates, 


Essentially it's just a matter of 
whether points determine the win- 
ners of the bouts, whether rounds 
constitute the entire scoring system 
or whether a combination of both 
methods is used. Boxing now comes 
your way on Mondays from Brook- 
lyn, on Wednesday from places like 
Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis, Los An- 
geles, and Cleveland, on Fridays from 
New York and starting Jan. 24 on 
Saturdays from 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, 

The round sys- 
tem is a type we 
like least of all 
and it’s used 
right here in 
Pennsylvania 
among other 
places. Under 
this plan, the of- 
ficials award the 
rounds to one 
fighter or anoth- 
er or else call 
it even. At the 
end of the fight 
the boxer with 
the greater num- 
ber of rounds 
gains the ver- 
dict of the offi- 
cials, 

We don't like 
this style. A boxer can win a round 
by a wide margin, knocking his op- 
ponent all over the ring, and still not 
gain a thing on an adversary who 
wins a round by the skin of his teeth. 
After all the bout is divided into 
rounds for the convenience of the 
boxers, and a battle to the finish 
would be to the liking of many ring- 
siders who feel the rest periods take 
the edge off a bout.

The New York system uses rounds 
primarily. If there is a stalemate, it 
then reverts to a point system which 
has the judges dividing three points 
between the fighters. This method is 
better than the round-solely method 
but it's still not the best as several 
fights from the Garden have demon- 
strated over the years. 

We like the point system best of all, 
There are various methods, some 
states dividing ten points a round be- 
tween the fighters, others using 12 
and some going as high as 15. In 
each case, it’s the man with the more 
points who wins the bout, 

Under this plan a fellow who wins 
a round by a 
wide margin 
may get an 8-2 
edge in points. A 
man who wins 
by a close mar- 
gin takes the 
session, 6-4, In 
this way, a man 
can still win the 
fight even though 
he doesn’t win 
as many rounds 
as his opponent, 
What's more the 
plan gives an in- 
centive to a box- 
er who has been 
whipped in the 
first part of a 
bout to rally in 
the later por- 
tions and have 
a chance to win. 
Under the round 
plan in a 10- 
rounder, a boxer who wins the first 
6 rounds (mainly on close shaves) 
can’t lose the bout unless he’s kayoed. 
In the point system, a boxer can lose 
the first 6 rounds (say all by 6 to 4) 
and still take the duke if he should 
win the last four by margins like 7-3 
and 8-2,
